Consideration is being given to leasing it for use in 
the maintenance of the cable requirements and Prescribed and Limited 
Dissemination SOP's, The machine has merit in terms of our security, 
ease of making changes, and speed.

machine. One machine has been leased ona trial basis to determine its 
usefulness in our operating environment. Mr. Larson, Director of
